Ottawa, Ont: The Beauharnois 
special committee is the bright 
spol on the political scene, Sensa- 
ional evidence seems to be the 
order every day. 

This afternoon when Beauharn- 
ois officials were under examina- 
lion, a curious financial coup was 
disclosed. The Beauharnois synui- 
cate, powerlul as it was became 
hervous concerning the existence 
of @ potential rival for St. Law- 
rence river power. This potential 
vival was the Sterling Industrial 
corporation, incorporated by 1o- 
miinion letters patent, by the legal 
firm of Haydon, McGivern and 
Ebbs, of Ottawa, The authorized 
capital of this corporation was 
2,500, of which but five shares 
ever were issued. Until now no 
body ever heard of it. 

But this corporation seems to 
have put in some sort of an applic- 
ation for a power site on the St 
Lawrence, and in order to side 
track possible competition, the 
Beauharnois Syndicate bought out 
the company, Beauharnois paid tor 
the purchase with 2,000 units ot 
the Beauharnois Syndicate, which 
at that time were worth $200,000 
If these units had been held for a 
few months until the Beauharnois 
Syndicate was wound up, the val 
ue would have been $300,000 plus 
80,000 shares in the new comipany 
These shares have fluctuated in 
value from $15 to $5. If sold at 
beak prices, the owners of Sterl- 
ing Industrial corporation, a bus 
iness entity without any assets 
whatever, with but five shares o!/ 
etock issued, would have reaped a 
cool $1 400,000. What they actually 
received is somewhere be ween 
minimun of $200,000 and the max 
imum of $1,500,000.
